It took more than just shrinking tech- 
nology to create “Captain America: 
The First Avenger.” (Fun fact: Director 
Joe Johnston, who also helmed 
“Honey I Shrunk the Kids,” did not 
use that movie’s shrink ray on star 
Chris Evans.) Check out the hard 
work behind the superhero. 

The suit 

“The first couple of fittings you’d 
have, you’d go in there and you’d put 
on the suit. And then they would file 
in about 20 people to take notes. You 
have three or four people dedicated 
just to the gloves and three or four 
people just to the boots,” Evans said 
of his costume, which had to both fit 
its World War II setting and be believ- 
able for modern audiences. Special 
scrutiny sessions were added for the 
character’s shield. 



The workout 

While “Skinny Steve” is the result 
of visual effects, the muscle-bound 
Captain America is all Evans. He 
worked out intensively for about 
two hours a day for months with a 
trainer-far beyond his usual rou- 
tine. “When I work out on my own 
time, it’s a bit more standard and a 
bit more subdued,” he said. “I’m out 
of there in 45 minutes.” He also did 
push-ups between takes to pump up 
his new chest. 

The personality 

There was one aspect of his charac- 
ter that came naturally to Evans, who 
says he and Captain America share 
an “unslienceable conscience.” “I 
think part of Captain America is that 
he does things not for anybody else, 
not because he’s waiting for praise or 
reward,” he said. ivict,losangeles times

LOS ANGELES The Story of Captain America is well covered in comic book lore: a 
scrawny bullied orphan named Steve Rogers is chosen for a top secret government 
project during World War II in which he becomes a test subject for a super serum. 

The serum transforms him into a strong and able soldier named Captain 
America, and he leads the U.S. Army in its fight against the Nazis. 

Chris Evans, who plays the title character in Friday’s release of “Captain 
America: The First Avenger,” which came out Friday, put on 15 pounds of muscle 
to play the role. 


The problem: He got too big for Steve Rog- 
ers. Solution: “Skinny Steve.” 

Having literally built Evans into what the 
film’s director, Joe Johnston, called “the per- 
fect human specimen,” the moviemakers had 
to figure out how the 6 -foot actor with the 
muscled-up physique could convincingly por- 
tray the pre-serum Steve Rogers, a scrawny 
kid of a mere 90 -something pounds. 

On “Captain America,” there was no way to 
take a year off— as the cast and crew did for 
Tom Hanks to lose weight for 2000’s “Cast 
Away”— because its backers at Marvel Stu- 
dios have been on a tight schedule rolling out 
their superheroes so audiences will be famil- 
iar with most of them when they join forces in 
next summer’s “The Avengers.” 

One option for creating “Skinny Steve” was 
to superimpose Evans’ head on a thin body 
double, much like the technology used by di- 
rector David Eincher in “The Curious Case of 
Benjamin Button” when Brad Pitt had to age 
backward. 

Last year Eincher employed the same tech- 
nique in “The Social Network,” in which 
Armie Hammer played identical twin broth- 
ers, which meant digitally putting Hammer’s 
head on actor Josh Pence’s body 

Like Eincher, director Johnston initially 


hired a body double and used the head re- 
placement system in a scene where Steve 
Rogers was lying on a table. But he quickly 
realized it wouldn’t work for other sequenc- 
es. 

“Chris moves in such a unique way; he 
doesn’t move like anybody else,” Johnston 
said. “The body double could not move like 
him. As hard as he tried to watch Chris and 
duplicate the movements, it just wasn’t the 
same.” 

Instead, the filmmakers used a “shrinking” 
technique and computers to basically erase 
portions of Evans’ strong physique on screen. 

“We filmed over 250 shots of Chris and 
used digital technology to ‘shrink’ him down 
to what we called ‘Skinny Steve,’ ” Johnston 
said. 

“It’s pretty amazing,” Evans said. “They 
took shape out of my jaw line, they shrunk 
my skeleton and they made my shoulders less 
broad.” 

Squashing a supersized Evans wasn’t the 
first bump in the road for “Captain Ameri- 
ca’s” creators. They first had to land their star. 
Eor many actors, scoring the lead in an action 
franchise is a dream come true: financial secu- 
rity name recognition and a big stroke to the 
ego. Evans, 30, and a veteran of the “Eantastic

Lour” movies, wasn’t having it. “Extreme reluc- 
tance” is how he put it. 

“It’s the type of thing that represents a gi- 
ant commitment,” Evans said. “It’s a six-picture 
deal and if the movies do well, we could be going 
back and forth between ‘Captain America’ and 
Avengers’ movies, realistically until I’m 40!” 

Summoned to play the earnest “first Aveng- 
er,” Captain America, Evans turned Marvel 
Entertainment down flat. So Johnston, the 
popcorn-picture specialist (“Honey I Shrunk 
The Kids,” “Jurassic Park III”) hired to turn the 
comic book into a movie, worked around that, 
screen testing more actors and even bringing 
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Captain

An origin story done right 


A heavy injection of a powerful serum and 
suddenly short, scrawny Steve Rogers (Chris 
Evans) becomes strapping super-soldier 
Johnny Pecs-A-Lot. (Well, he’s dubbed Captain 
America, but he looks like Johnny Pecs-A-Lot.) 
Anyway, it’s 1942, so the task at hand is, of 
course, taking down Nazis-specifically a pow- 
er-hungry madman (Hugo Weaving) who’s kind 
enough to embrace his supervillainy by pulling 
off his face so he looks the part. 

The buzz: Perhaps you can hold off superhe- 
ro burnout a little longer when realizing that 
“Captain America’’ is the last such movie of 
the summer. Hopefully this Marvel star, unlike 
“Thor,” can get his mythology off the ground 
without seeming like a round of pre-”Avengers” 
water-treading. 

The verdict: Just a good summer movie. No 
more, no less. The rousing “Captain America” 
doesn’t exactly zip by, but it also doesn’t try too 


hard or overreach with its effects or comic relief 
(looking at you, “Green Lantern”). This old-fash- 
ioned adventure brings to mind director Joe 
Johnston’s second film, “The Rocketeer,” and 
I mean that as a compliment. Steve’s my kind 
of hero: He wants his powers, and they don’t 
change who he is, a regular person fighting for 
the little guy by standing up against bullies of 
any size and nationality. That’s worth saluting, 
as is casting a non-A-list actress (Hay ley Atwell) 
as the love interest and the opportunity to hear 
Tommy Lee Jones (as Colonel Phillips) bellow 
about, well, anything. 

Did you know? Howard Stark (Dominic 
Cooper) claims that the moment you think you 
know what’s going on in a woman’s head is the 
moment your goose is cooked. Is that a bad 
thing if it happens at a time when you’re in the 
process of actually cooking a goose?

Evans in to look at pre-production art after he turned the 
project down a second time. 

“In the end, I decided that the reason I was turning this 
down was fear,” Evans said. “I told Joe, ‘Never turn down 
something because you’re afraid of it.’ ” 

He says he’s proud of how the film, which also stars 
Hugo Weaving as a Nazi scientist and Samuel L. Jackson as 
Nick Eury turned out. “It was a great experience as an ac- 
tor. In that sense, it was rewarding and certainly the right 
thing to do. The film hasn’t been released yet, so the other 
leg of the fear was about the potential lifestyle changes if, 
all of a sudden, the film was a success, the new challenges 
and hurdles that come with that. That’s kind of yet to be

Don’t be fooled when you see that Mar- 
malade’s brunch menu is offered just on 
Sundays. Though the clean-cut new cafe on 
the corner of Montrose and Damen avenues 
in North Center does churn out a handful of 
brunch specials just on Sundays, it also offers 
a breakfast menu Monday through Saturday 
that’s just as tempting. 

Doing the name proud: When you name a 
restaurant after a certain ingredient— like 
Kanela (cinnamon in Greek) in Lakeview, 
for examples-I expect to see it on the menu, 
for sure. The Lady Marmalade French toast 
($9.50) does this cafe’s adorable name (and 
logo, a curl of orange peel shaped like an “M”) 
justice. I was totally charmed by these tri- 
angles of house-made brioche slathered with 
orange marmalade, served in a pool of creme 
anglaise and raspberry coulis and sprinkled 
with sugar-kissed dried bananas for crunch. 

Good eggs: You can always judge a brunch 
spot by its Benedict, I say and Marmalade’s 


options, including the Florentine crab-cake 
Benedict with chipotle hollandaise ($12.50) on 
special during our visit, have potential. Though 
the textures of the moist cornbread, soft 
crabcake and spinach leaves seemed to blend 
together (Adaybe a crunchier cornbread base 
or a crispier sear on the crabcake could have 
done the trick?), the flavors were right on. 

Signature dishes: Of the handful of omelets, 
the Manny’s Diablo ($10.75) with spicy jerk 
shrimp, avocado, cilantro and cream cheese 
inside and mango chutney on top, stands out 
as a signature. And from the carryout orders 
we overheard while noshing, it sounds like the 
Mayan omelet ($10.25) with chorizo, black 
beans and salsa verde, is also an early favorite. 

Sweet stuff: Sunday’s special brunch dishes 
look especially sweet, with options such as 
balsamic-drizzled roasted pear French toast 
($10.25), breakfast bread pudding crowned 
with peaches and raspberry marmalade 
($7.50) and mango-blueberry cinnamon 
French toast with cream cheese icing. 


Can’t stop thinking about: The oven-roasted 
potatoes. If your dish doesn’t come with 
them, consider adding a side ($3.50) of these 
subtly spiced potato chunks tossed with 
crunchy bits of caramelized onion. 


Bottom line: There’s some room for refine- 
ment in certain dishes, but so far, I like what 
I’m tasting at Marmalade.

In the second year of the race, defending cham- 
pion and eventual winner Maurice Garin and 
the top four finishers were disqualified for tak- 
ing a page out of Wile E. Coyote’s book. They 
reportedly took a train for part of the race, 
not to mention spread nails, glass and felled 
trees on the course, and put itching powder in 
other riders’ shorts. Most daring was probably 
Hippolyte Acoutuier, who attached a string to 
a car and tied a cork to the other end. which he 
held with his teeth. The race was held at night, 
making it difficult to detect shenanigans.
